No. RFA/Sect. 15881.- — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (c) of Sub-Section (2) of Section 
24 df the Rehabilitation Finance Administration Act, 
1948| (XII of 1943), the Administration with the sanc- 
tion 1 of the Central Government as contained in their 
Ministry of Finance letter No. F.10(25)-FI/50, dated 
the^jhi March, 1951, made the following amendments 
to Wc Rehabilitation Finance Administration Staff 
. Regulations : — 

(1) Add the* following as item (i) at the end of 
•Regulation 1 : — 

“ (i) A ‘ branch ’ of the Administration shall 
include a sub-branch ”. 

(2) Regulation 2 (1) shall be substituted as

These Regulations shall apply to all employees 
of the Administration, provided, however, 
(a) that the pay, allowances and terms and 
conditions of service of the Chief Adminis- 
trator shall from time to time be determined 
by Government under Section 9 of the Act, 
and (b) that the pay, allowances and terms 
and conditions of service of the Deputy 
Chief Administrator shall from time to time 
be determined by the Administration -with 
the prior approval of Government." 


(3) In Regulation 3 (2), after the word " Steno- 
graphers ”, the words 11 Office Assistants, sub-inspec- 
tors ” shall be added. 

(4) Sub-regulation (4) of Regulation 3 shall be 
deleted and sub-regulation (3) revised to read as 
under : — 

“ (3) (i) The Chief Administrator shall be compe- 
tent to create posts -under categories (C) 
and (D) as also posts of Assistant Inspectors 
in category (B), but he shall submit a state- 
ment of the posts created to the Adminis- 
tration from time to time. In other cases, 
sanction of the Administration will be 
necessary to the creation of any additional 
post. 

(ii) There shall be only one Chief Administrator 

and only one Deputy Chief Administrator. 

(iii) An orderly shall be allowed only to officers 

drawing a pay of Rs. 1,100 or more per 
month. 

(iv) Any sanctioned post may be kept unfilled at 

the discretion of the Chief Administrator, 
but if such a post remains unfilled for a 
period of 3 months or more, the previous 
approval of the Administration should be 
obtained before it is filled up.” 

(5) Sub-regulations (2) and (3) of Regulation 4
